Lieutenant Commander Corwin P 
Roes, who was executive officer of Ad­ 
miral Dewey’s flagship, the Olympia, 
during the battle of Manila bay, arrived 
in New York the other evening 
As he 
was in close touch w ith Adm iral Dewey 
during the engagem ent and throughout 
the trying tim es that followed it, he is 
in a position to explain some things 
that have not been made entirely clear 
heretofore 
Before coining to New York Com 
mander Rees visited W ashington and 
gave Secretary Long and other officials 
of the navy departm ent'm uch inform ti 
lion 
Ho was in W ashington when 
Dewey’s request for the Oregon “ for 
political r< ••sons” was received, and he 
gave the si cretary his opinion as to the 
admiral s m eaning 
Speaking of the m atter the other 
night. Commander Roes said 
“ I think Admiral Dewey had in mind 
the return of the Kaiserin A ugusta with 
I Admiral von Diederichs on board 
He 
i lmd been annoyed repeatedly by the ac 
tic OB of the Germ ans and used to grit 
his teeth and say things to himself 
when one after another of their exploits 
came to his attent ion 
“ The Irene incident annoyed him 
hut the whole conduct of the Germans 
at Manila would give the impression 
Unit tiny were conducting the blockade 
Their launches would run at high speed 
at night near our vessels, and when we 
would hold them up with searchlights 
and blank shot they would come along­ 
side and give as an excuse th at they 
had a message from their adm iral to 
Adm iral Dewey. 
“ Tin* message when delivered would 
he a request th at in case we intended 
sending a steam er w ith mail to Hong 
kong on the following day we should 
kindly take their mail along. We would 
reply that we had no intention of send 
ing a steam er that dsiy, and when w< 
did we would let them know. 
It was 
common talk during the blockade that 
the Germ ans had landed provisions. 
“ I believe it was through an accident 
I hat Dewey’s recent message was made 
public. 
It may have been a fortunate 
accident, after all, 
as Admiral von 
Dicdcrichs removal and the nam ing of 
Prince Henry to succeed him followed 
the publication of the message so quick 
j ly that the change will naturally be con 
| sidered as a result of the message. 
“ The story published in one of the 
magazines and some of tin* newspapers 
that at the tim e a recess was taken tor 
breakfast during the buttle of Manila 
hay the gloom on the bridge was tis 
thick as a London fog is a great exag- 
geration. 
It is true th at we did not 
realize the full extent of the injury we 
had inflicted on the Spanish fleet, but 
we knew th at we had done them con 
siderable damage. 
“ The gunner had appeared on the 
bridge and reported th at only 15 rounds 
per gun rem ained for the 5 inch am 
m unition, and we realized tin* impi t 
lance of not letting our am m unition run 
out 
But the men were tired out. aud 
we were in some doubt as to the dam 
age inflicted upon the enemy s ships 
and the injuries to our own, and Bu 
these reasons Adm iral Dewey ordered 
the tiring stopped. 
“ It turned out that the gunner \* a- 
mistaken, as he had overlooked ow* mag 
azine filled w ith am m unition which had 
not bei n opened 
Then w hile we w« i 
at breakfast came the reports that the 
enemy ’s ships were on lire or blown up 
so that we went tack to work again 
with new zeal.’ 
Commander Recs said th at he belicy 
ed Dewey and Otis would m ake short 
work of the Filipinos when the re en 
forcements now nearing M anila arriv 
ed. 
But for the delay over the negotia­ 
tions for peace with Spain and the rati 
tication of the treaty, Commander Roe* 
says, the conquest of the natives would 
have been a m atter of days instead of 
weeks or perhaps months. —New York

The door was unlocked the next morn­ 
ing when I went to the store, but the 
door was closed.
